There were three changes in the teaching staff in the 
McGaw Normal Institute in September, 1937. Eben Hyt- 
ton of Concord, a graduate of Dartmouth College who had 
taught previously in the Concord High School, was elected 
Headmaster to fill the vacancy caused by the resignation of 
Richard P. Hodsdon. Millicent Sleeper of Sunapee, a 
graduate of the University of New Hampshire in 1937, was 
elected to fill the vacancy caused by the resignation of Grace 
Thomas, and Helen Upton of Nashua, a graduate of Keene 
Normal School with several years teaching experience, was. 
elected to fill the vacancy caused by the resignation of 
Kathryn Cross. | 


The damage caused by the fire at McGaw last year was. 
repaired during the spring and summer. A domestic arts 
room twice as large as the one damaged by fire was con- 
structed by combining the cld hall with the old domestic 
arts room. ‘The girls in domestic arts, as part of their class. 
work, patched plaster, painted, and papered two rooms lead- 
ing off the domestic arts room. Friends of the school do- 
nated furniture so that these rooms are furnished as a din- 
ing room and a living room and add greatly to the facilities 
of the domestic arts department. 


The enrollment in the schools in Merrimack on January 
3 was twenty-one less than on a similar date last year. Of 
these twenty-one children, there were fourteen less who en- 
tered the first grade this year. 
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We still have a very small enrollment in the lower grades 
at Reéd’s Ferry, and unless there are more children in these 
grades next year, it may be necessary to close one room in 
the school.

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REPORT OF HEADMASTER OF MAGAW NORMAL 
| INSTITUTE . 


The school year opened September 8, 1937, with a total 
enrollment at the end of the first school week of. thirty- 
seven pupils. A small Freshman class entered, there only 
being eight members. The school register shows six 
Seniors, six Juniors, eleven Sophmores and fourteen Fresh- 
men. Lack of interest is the primary factor in the “‘left- 
school” group. | | 


Of last year’s graduating class of seven, three are pursu- 
ing post-secondary education. | One is attending Keene 
Normal School, one Hesser’s Business College, and one is 
going to the Michigan State Teacher’s College. 


The curriculum of the school remains the same. The 
noon hour has been temporarily shortened to thirty minutes 
to expedite the handling of the school during this period. 
Thirty-four pupils. remain at school and three go home for 
the lunch period. Hot lunches are served daily, by the 
Home Economics Department, under the direction of Miss 
Upton to an ever increasing group. Twenty-three members 
benefit by these lunches at present. 


Club work is being carried on with almost one hundred 
per cent student participation in one of three groups; The 
Home Arts Club, The Stamp Club, and The French Club. 
Instruction in first-aid and automobile. driving has been 
given and other fundamentals including a wide selection of 
subjects. 


November 18, 1937 was a visiting day at McGaw. Eigh- 
teen parents visited during the day. Tea was served by 
the Home Economics Department under the supervision of 
Miss Upton. 


The annual Senior Play was presented in the Town Hall, 
January 21, 1938. The name of the play chosen by the 
group was “Patsy”, and all members of the class appeared 
in the cast. Miss Sleeper was an able and efficient assistant 
in its direction, 


The “McGaw Buzzer” is published every two weeks, as 
was the custom last year. 
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Plans are being made for the presentation of the school 
play. Plans are also being made for the organization of a 
Boy Scout Troop. Recreational programs have been con- 
templated for the spring. We hope to have active partici- 
pation in our recreational program by every member of the 
school.
